Deadline Set For 
Mailing Xmas 
Cards, Packages 


Postmaster Bob Smith is issu­ 
ing his annual appeal for correct 
addressing and early mailing of 
Christmas cards and packages* 


This year’s flood of Christmas 
mail is predicted to break 1949’s 
high, when a record of pieces of 
holiday mail were cancelled here. 


The postmaster asks the co­ 
operation of the public—and not 
a procrastinating public — if the 
mailmen are to get all those 
packages 
and 
cards 
cancelled, 
sent off and delivered in time for 
the arrival of Santa Claus. 
Post office facilities will be 
taxed to the limit to handle that 
much mail, he admits, but it can 
be done if you observe the fol­ 
lowing mailing dates: 
Mailing Dates 
Dec. 9—Deadline for gifts to 
nearby points. 
Dec. 15. — Deadline for out-of- 
state greeting cants. 
Dec. 18—Deadline for in-town 
greeting cards. 
Please don’t hold up mailings 
until these dates, however, he 
begs. It would be a big help to 
postmen and to railways, over­ 
taxed now with movement of de­ 
fense shipments, if people would 
mail packages as soon as possi­ 
ble, even today. 
Get Stamps Now 
One part of the 
Christmas 
shopping that can be done early 
—and should be both for con­ 
venience of the shopper and the 
post 
office, 
is 
purchase 
of 
stamps. Those who come early 
will not have to wait in long 
lines. 
Smith urges purchase of 3-cent 
stamps 
for 
mailing 
greetings 
first class. Cards may be sealed, 
contain w ritten messages and be 
forwarded or returned without 
additional charge. There is no 
setup for directory service this 
year on any type mail but reg­ 
istered 
or 
insured. 
Accuracy, 
then, is most important in ad­ 
dressing Christmas cards.

•December Bad 
Month For All 


New York, Nov. 29.—December 
may be one of the worst months 
for traffic deaths in recent years 
unless the public and law en­ 
forcement officials work together 
to reduce 1950 year-end highway 
casualties, the Accident Preven­ 
tion Department of the Associa­ 
tion of Casualty and Surety Com­ 
panies warned today. 
“December was the deadliest 
month on the highways during 
the past decade, with the excep­ 
tion of 1948 and 1942,” declared 
Julien H. Harvey, the depart­ 
ment’s manager. “There is every 
reason to believe that unless mo­ 
torists and pedestrians voluntari­ 
ly exercise more caution than 
usual this coming month, and un­ 
less our law enforcement officers 
crack down on drinking drivers 
and flagrant violators of speed 
laws, December 1950 will exact 
I an even worse toll than it usu­ 
ally does.” 
Last year 3,220 persons died 
in 
December traffic accidents. 
During the past decade nearly 
82,000 people were killed in De­ 
cember on streets and highways. 
December's greater dangers to 
driver and pedestrian alike are 
well illustrated, he observed, by 
the fact th a t the aggregate of 
deaths in ten Decembers since 
1940 is greater than last year’s 
12-month toll of 31,500 deaths. 
Pointing out that 1950 already 
has become the worst year since 
the end of World War II for 
traffic deaths, with predictions 
of 3(5,OOO 
fatalities 
frequently 
heard, Mr. Harvey urged positive 
action to save as many lives as

“Another tragic record of high­ 
way deaths in December would be 
equivalent to adding a thirteenth 
month to 1950—an unlucky month 
for several thousand persons who 
will die needlessly on our streets 
and roads unless they and our 
enforcement officials are alerted 
to prevent accidents,” said Mr. 
Harvey. “If as many or more die 
in highway accidents during the 
coming month as were lost in 
December 1949, then surely a 
thirteenth month will have been 
added to our 1950 calendar in 
terms 
of 
total 
fatalities 
this 
year.” 
He warned that the following 
extra hazards have contributed 
greatly 
to 
December 
accident 
peaks and urged motorists and 
pedestrians 
to 
be 
on 
guard 
against them: 
1—More drinking drivers, be­ 
cause of Christmas holiday 
festivities. 
2—Bad weather, with icy roads 
usually prevalent in many 
sections. 
3— Increased travel in hours of 
darkness for holiday shop­ 
ping and trips home for 
Christmas. 
4—More 
driver - fatigue 
and 
speeding among those mak­ 
ing long drives home for 
the holidays. 
5—Greater danger to pedes­ 
trians, especially in cities, 
due to Christmas shopping 
activity, p a r t i c u l a r l y at 
night. 
“Speeding and the use of alco­ 
holic beverages are the primary 
causes of highway accidents,” 
said Mr. Harvey. “A drink taken 
before driving can become a toast 
to death on the highway. 
“Our motorists cannot be re­ 
minded too often during the ap­ 
proaching C h r i s t m a s holidays 
that they must not mix drinking 
and driving. If enough of them 
take to heart the No. I safety 
rule of the road—‘If you drink, 
don’t drive. If you drive, don’t 
drink’—many lives will be saved.]

recklessness. 
Both

killers on the road. Every driver j 
should be made to realize this I
